RADIO AMATEURS TO HELP TRACK SATELLITE 


The National Academy of Scientists has asked the Naval Research Labs to organ- — 
ize radio amateurs all over the world to aid in the tracking of the earth sat- 
ellite, <A simplified version of the Minitrack system to be used in tracking 
the satellite will be made available to hams at a later date, 


PROJECT VANGUARD 


The amateur in 1990 may be working on his YAP (Worked All Planets) Certificate. 
He will be in communication with the Moon and the Planets in the not too dis-= 

“tnat future if the present space travel program activity is kept ups. Scient- 
ists are confident that during the International Geophysical Year. (18 months) 
they will crash the space barrier and launch an observable satellite, 


The National Academy of Scientists has asked the Naval Research Labs to org= 
anize radio amateurs all over the world to aid in tracking the Earth Satellite, 


The satellite isa metallic sphere, 20 inches in diameter and weighs 22 lbs, 
It will radio to Earth information about Ozonosphere and the Ionosphere and 
other high altitude phenomena. The Minitrack transmitter on the satellite is 
a transistorized transmitter of 50 milliwatt input and operating on a freqge- 
uency of 108 Megacycles using battery and solar energy for operations. 


The satéllite will be launched by a three stage rocket 72 feet long. The U.S. 
Air Force Missle Test Center, Patrick Air Force Base in Florida has been 
chosen as the test and launching site. The first stage burns out and is ‘sep- 
arated at 36 miles up, the second stage burns out at 140° miles but docs not 
Separate immediately being used during the coasting period to orient the third 
stage and give it a-spin, After separation, the balance is fully committed = 
no further control is exercised. The third stage fires and propells the sat- 
ellite to 25,000 feet per second at an altitude between 200 and 300 miles. 
After the third stage burns out, the satellite is finally ejected, 10 minutes 
after launching and begins its journey around the Earth in an elliptical 

orbit ranging from 200 miles when nearest Earth to 1400 miles at the farthest 
Point. The rocket wilh be headed East after launching so that it will rise 
in the West and set in the East making a nunber of trips around the Earth 
every 24 hours. 


Because of the fact that all controls must be set into the rocket before fir- 
ing, the actual path of the rocket cannot be accurately predicted. The orbit 
will be calculated after flight is initiated and a lot of data will be nec- 
essary to make this calculation possible, 


We should all dust off our handbooks and begin to assemble our special gear 
for this work. Helical and Parabolic antennas should provide gain and narrow 
beam response, They will have to be mounted and synchronized to rotate on 
the proper polar axis. The receivers will require high gain and good signal 
to noise ratio, We will have to brush up on how to position things in space 
60 a shot in the arm of astronomy and navigation should help, 


This may well be the most exciting and notable event in the short but brilliant 
history of Amateur Radio,
